L. B. Russell W rites 
O f Condition In ’61 


(By L. B. Russell) 
The letter from Wilson Stralcy 
is highly interesting in quoting 
James Pike s experience in pass­ 
ing throueh Old Cora on elcct*or* 
day in 1861. The story is quite 
likely truthful, but people who 
read it rrav be misled a little in 
supposing that it w^as the countv 
st at 
which h \d been moved to 
Comanche July 18. 1859, nearly 
two years before Secession was 
vot«*d on. As a m atter of fact, 
nearly all of Cora 
population 
had moved to Co man« he. and the 
few* who were left were eoncen- 
trated there on the morning of 
the election. Februarv 23. and it 
was entirely unnecessary to hold 
the n ill open all day in order to 
go * ev< rybody a chance to vote. 
! 
While I was not here, but in 
Karnes County, at that time, t 
knew the general condition, and 
With what, is os:abb hod history 
now of the County Seat of Co- 
manche County, what I am now 
writing must* necessarily have been 
true. 
j 
it is true also that feeling ran 
high among the people against 
!Union men. It was this intense 
hostility that made Edmund J. 
Davis, then a practicing lawyer 
in Corpus Christi flee to Mexico, 
and thence north by ship, where 
he became Colonel of a regiment 
of Union soldiers. The great mis- 1 
take of Davis was in returning 
to Texas cherishing such a bitter , 
hatred because of his trea tm e n t«' 
in 1861. If he had decided to; 
make his home here after th e ' 
war. it would have been good j 
policy to forget the past, just as 
my own lather, who was opposed 
in principle to Secession, but re­ 
cognized tlie inevitable and be-, 
came a member of the Conven­ 
tion. and also served in the Con­ 
federate Army, After the war he 
advised Conciliation on the part 
of Texans and the South gener­ 
ally.
